But the pas- 
sion of German-Americans to which 
President Wilson refers would not 
have been heated to such a point if 
the United States, under Mr. Wil- 
son's presidency had endeavored to 
maintain honest neutrality.

claims sympathy for

indecent manner. President Wilson 
hitherto has had little to say against 
It. 


"Above all American industry 'has 


passionately' taken sides in this war 
—with 
passionate dollar hunger.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Berlin, via London, Dec. 9.—The 


outstanding feature of the situation 
on the Serbian front as shown by 
information received here is that 
the Albanian tribesmen, particularly 
the redoubtable Arnauts have r,isen 
against the fragments of the Ser- 
bian forces which have succeeded in 
getting across the frontier into the 
Albanian mountains. Military writ- 
ers here express the belief that the 
Serbians have little mercy to expect 
from the Albanians who still main- 
tain the blood feud declared after 
the Serbian "assimilation" 
of 
the 


tribesmen in the parts of Albania 
occupied by them during and after 
the Balkan war with Turkey. 


With the exception of a small 


band of the Serbians, the remnant 
of the Monastir aimy north of Och- 
rida lake, no part of the Serbian 
armies remain on Serbian soil, it is 
stated. 


The fugitives without artillery or 


transport trains and with only such 
supplies as they can carry on their 
backs are struggling not only with 
the pursuing Bulgars, Austro-Ger- 
mans and 
hostile Albanians, but 


with the rigors of full winter in the 
pathless Albanian mountains. 


Military men here express the be- 


lief that not even a fragment will 
succeed in 'crossing Albania to the 
sea.
